WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House has given overwhelming 
approval to a bill that would 
increase the minimum wage to 
ll 60 an hour by 1969 and cover 
another 7.2 million workers The 
measure goes now to the Senate 
where supporters predict it may­ 
be expanded further. 
The 303-93 House vote Thurs­ 
day sending the bill to the Sen­ 
ate marked a substantial victo­ 
ry for President Johnson and

AFL-CIO,

OBVIOUSLY the Murrow ad­ 
vice did not go unheeded by the

KBS-TV 
in Seoul, 
Korea.

ANSW KR. Yeast is a tiny one-celled fungus plant, shown 
in the upper magnified view as it buds to produce new cells 
Yeast can be kept as a compressed cake, with the plants 
dormant When such a cake is moistened with lukewarm wa­ 
ter. the moisture and warmth start the plants into action 
Flour and sugar are added The yeast changes the starch in 
the flour to sugar. This is then turned to alcohol and carbon 
dioxide gas. This process is called fermentation. The gas 
bubbles through the dough, causing it to rise up in a fluffy, 
porous mass. Gluten, an elastic material in the dough, en­ 
closes the gas bubbles As the bread is baked, the alcohol and 
gas evaporate and the yeast plants are destroyed But the 
light fluffy structure made by the gas bubble remains, al­ 
lowing the heat to thoroughly penetrate and cook the dough 
Making homemade bread is simple if you do it right It is so 
delicious that many young cooks like to take a try at it. We 
recommend following your cookbook directions closely and 
getting your mother's help and advice Remember that the 
yeast should be mixed with lukewarm water, lf the water i*

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - 
Ohio’s shortage of skilled labor 
may he an outgrowth of man's 
search for prestige in today’s 
modern world, a labor-manage- 
ment conference on manpower 
has been told. 
“ Job 
applicants, 
especially 
young people, don’t want to be­ 
come plumbers, mechanics, or 
machinists because these don’t 
sound good enough.” Dr 
Ryrl 
Shoemaker, Vocational Educa­ 
tion Director of the State Edu­ 
cation Department said Thurs­ 
day. 
Shoemaker and other state 
officials met with more than 
450 representatives of manage­ 
ment and labor to discuss Ohio's 
biggest skilled labor shortage 
since World War II. 
They came up with proposals 
for both short and long range 
solutions. 
Shoemaker and other speak­ 
ers listed the expansion of vo­ 
cational education as one of the 
best means of meeting man­ 
power demands of the future 
But they agreed generally that 
the situation will get worse be­ 
fore it gets better. 
The education official said he 
believed current prosperity and 
the attention given by news­ 
papers, radio, and television to 
“ more gamorous" 
professions 
has steered young people away 
from “ good, respectable, and 
satisfying jobs where they use 
their hands ” 
Labor and management rep­ 
resentatives agreed that expan 
sion of vocational education in 
the state's high school will pro­ 
duce more skilled labor and 
noted that after next year. high 
schools will he required to at 
least offer such training 
But 
the 
labor 
men 
went 
further. Martin Graham secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Ohio Build­ 
ing Trades Council, proposed 
mandatory aptitude tests at the 
ninth grade level to determine 
which students should prepare 
for college and which should 
learn a trade. 
He said present high school 
curricula is geared strictly for 
entrance into college although 
the “ vast majority of the stu­ 
dents never gel there.” 
“ These kids today come out 
of high school and decide not 
to go to college and some of 


them don't even know what a 
hammer is.” Graham added 
William D a v i e s , education 
and research director for the 
Ohio AFI/-CIO. proposed man­ 
datory, 
two-y e a r 
training 
courses for high school students 
not entering college. “ We no 
longer can afford the luxury of 
an untrained work force.” he 
said.

lf is time again for commencement addresses

Viet Stand Seen Unresolved 


The best way to size up what happened in 
the Oregon primary — in which Rep. Robert 
Duncan won over Howard Morgan in the con 
test for the Democratic nomination for United 
States senator — is to imagine 
the 
comments 
that 
would 
have been 
made if it 
had 
turned out the other way. 
For Mr Morgan, in his out-tj 
spoken criticism of the Viet 
Nam War. reflected the views 
of Sen Wayne Morse, D-Ore., 
and others who have ques­ 
tioned the wisdom of Presi-J 
dent Johnson's policy. A Mor­ 
gan victory would have been David Lawrence 
construed as meaning the administration had 
been repudiated 
Actually, there were many other factors in 
the campaign, as there usually are in primary 
elections, and it is to be noted that the Repuh 
bean primary, won by Gov Mark Hatfield, had 
also raised the Viet Nam issue, though by no 
means as positively or as unequivocally as was 
the case in the Democratic primary. 
Mr Morgan had the ardent backing of Sen 
Morse but the latter points out that, if the votes 
cast in the Republican primary against the Viet 
Nam War are added to the Morgan vole, the 
total would indicate that, the Republican nom 
inee. Gov 
Hatfield, will win the election in 
November 


THE FACT REMAINS, however, that 
the 
Democrats in their primary turned down a pros 
pective candidate who was openly against the 
administration 
Rep I., Mendel Rivers. D-S ( 
chairman of the House Armed Services Com 
nutter, said of the Oregon primary: 
“ It shows that the people of the counts 
intend to continue their support of President 
Johnson and want a vigorous prosecution of the 
Vietnamese War " 
Rep 
Boh Wilson, R-Calif. who is chairman 
of the House Republican Campaign Committee 
made the point in his comments that, whi^e 
the Viet Nam War undoubtedly inlluenced man\ 
votes, it was by no means the only issue He 
observed that Mr 
Duncan was the better of 
the two candidates 
As far as the Republican contest was con 
cerned. Mr 
Wilson said he doesn't think tha 
Gov Hatfield was as 
extreme" in his criticism 
about Viet Nam as Mr Morgan or Sen 
Morse 
have been 
Rep Robert Kastenmoier. D Wise , expressed 
the opinion that Rep 
Duncan may not bac* 
gotten votes because of his position on Vie: 
Nam. but in spite of it, because he was the 
more attractive candidate 


THE MOST SIGNIFICANT comment came 
from Mr. Morgan himself He said 
“ I was conducting a campaign under almost 
impossible conditions — opposing a president 
of my own party on a war issue when the conn 
try was in the midst of hostilities 
If anyone 
had 
run 
against 
the 
policies 
of 
Roosevet 
during World War II 
he wouldn't have re 
ceived 3 per cent of the vote ” 
It would 
have 
been

if 
Rep Duncan, the exponent of the administra 
lion s Viet Nam policy, had been defeated and 
Mr Morgan had been nominated It will be dif­ 
ficult now for even the foreign press to lust ii \ 
any inference t h a i the American people are 
opposed to the administration's policy in Vie1 
Nam 
All this does not mean, however, that Viet 
Nam will not be a critical issue for any Demo 
crats in the November election It always hap 
pens that congressmen who are members of 
the party in power are either helped or hurt 
by the standing of the administration at the 
time of the election 
lf the war in Viet Nam goes from bad to 
worse and the voters begin to feel that thee 
ought to be a change in policy, "here will he 
lots of votes cast against the party in power

OBVIOUSLY the Murrow ad­ 
vice did not go unheeded by the 
TV industry, a fact demonstrat­ 
ed dramatically by- a recent an­ 
nouncement from 20th Century- 
Fox announcing the sale of that 
studio's “ Peyton Place’’ series 
to station KBS-TV m Seoul 
Korea 
“ The series will be shown 
twice weekly with Korean subti 
ties.” the announcement added, 
proving that 20th Centurv-Fox i< 
interested in r e a c h i n g all 
Koreans. 
Stimulated by this news. I 
checked further and discovered 
“ Peyton Place" is being seen in 
28 other countries, 
including 
Guatemala. Cuprus, Finland and 
the United Arab Republic. 
This should go a long way In 
quashing the ridiculous notion 
among those peoples that ours is 
a land where gangsters and In­ 
dians have split up the east and 
west side of the country between 
them, 


F I N A L L Y those 
abroad 
(thanks to 30th Century - Fox) 
will see that America is made 
up of sin - infested s rn a 11 
towns largely dependent on the 
intolerant whims of one man 
who owns a big factory. 
Our teen agers, they'll find. 
are oversexed neurotics who oc­ 
casionally kill each other or 
marry the wTong mate or (like 
one girl) cut off their hair in 
protest.

uneducated 
viewer In Thailand is going to 
figure out that "Batman" rid 
America of the scourge of the 
gangsters and Indians and that 
now we are able to live unhap­ 
pily together rn Peyton Place " 


THE .STUDIO really should 
make "Peyton Place" and "Bat­ 
man" a package deal and refuse 
to sell one without the other to 
eliminate confusion among old 
viewers still watching "Gun- 
smoke" 
and 
"The 
Untouch­ 
ables.” neither of which typi­ 
fies the America we natives 
know and love today. 
This step forward to improve 
our image abroad is not going 
to go unopposed, however. West­ 
erns 
like 
"Shane.” 
"Iron 
Horse" and "The Rounders” are 
on next season’s schedule, as 
are crime shows (‘ Men Aganst 
Evil,” "The Hawk"), and ef­ 
forts will be made to sell them 
overseas, naturally. 
All of which proves that it Is 
a never-ending struggle to keep 
an honest image of ourselves 
abroad on TV. as Murrow and 
the USI A always have known.

ANSWER. Yeast is a tiny one-celled fungus plant, shown 
In the upper magnified view as it buds to produce new cells 
Yeast can be kept as a compressed cake, with the plant* 
dormant When such a cake is moistened with lukewarm wa­ 
ter. the moisture and warmth start the plants into action 
Flour and sugar are added The yeast changes the starch in 
the flour to sugar. This is then turned to alcohol and carbon 
dioxide gas. This process is called fermentation. The gas 
bubbles through the dough, causing it to rise up in a fluffy, 
porous mass Gluten, an elastic material in the dough, en­ 
closes the gas bubbles As the bread is baked, the alcohol and 
gas evaporate and the yeast plants are destroyed But the 
light fluffy structure made by the gas bubble remains, al­ 
lowing the heat to thoroughly penetrate and cook the dough 
Making homemade bread is simple if you do it right. It is so 
delicious that many young cooks 
like to take a try at it. We 
recommend following your cookbook directions closely and 
getting your mother s help and advice Remember that the 
yeast should be mixed with lukewarm water lf the water is 
too hot. the yeast plants are destroyed and then the bread 
can't rise
